14. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to use unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $300.00 to advertise in Flack’s Tourists Service and 
Scenic Guide, and appropriate money for the same. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $300.00 to pay Isabelle and Mary Boothman for land 
used in relocating highway on Randolph Hill road, and appropriate 
money for the same.
